1 . The amendments of 02/25/2009 have been entered in full. Claims 3 - 1 8 are cancelled. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are currently pending and are present for examination. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' amendments 
and arguments filed on 02/25/2009 have been fully considered and are deemed to be 
persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Rejections and/or objections not 
reiterated from previous office actions arc hereby withdrawn. Claim 2 was previously 
indicated as allowable for reasons of record. The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
locally administering GM-CSF to a site of injury, wherein the said site comprises a neural 
stem cell/neural precursor, as recited in claim 1 . Therefore, claims 1 and 2 are allowed.
